fore us to determine how, and upon whom, the

extraordinary inter poſition of Providence. Per- 
haps the angel's flying in the midſt. of heaven, 
and baving the everlaſting goſpel to preach unta 
them that dwell an the earth, and to every 
nation, and kindred, and tongue, and people, 


might allude to that aſtoniſhing progreſs, which 


the goſpel made at its firſt ſetting out, and to 
the miraculous powers, with. which the firſt 
preachers of it were inveſted ; For Saint Paul 
affirms, that their ſound went forth into. all the 
earth, and. their words. unta tbe ends. of the 


world. Or, as the deſtruction of Jeruſalem did, in 


Aa natural way, giye a freer courſe to the goſpel, 


1 by weakening and diſperſing its. moſt i inveterate 


enemies, may we not with probability ſuppoſe 


the judgment, which then hung over that de- 


voted city, and was executed upon it, with all 
the terrible circumſtances of divine vengeance, 
to be referred to, in this declaration of the angel, 
kbe hour of Judgment is come? The ſolemn warn; 


ing, which uſhers in this declaration, is, with- 


out doubt, peculiarly appoſite to. that judgment,

which verified the prophecy uttered by the Son 


of God, with ſo dreadful an exactneſs; and in 


the accompliſhment of which the power and 
juſtice of God were ſo ſignally manifeſted. Or - 
laſtly : As the moſt remote events of _ 


are ſpoken of in the language of prophecy, as 


if they had already happened. to denote che 
certainty of their coming to paſs at the appoint- 
ed ſeaſon, this inſtructive prophetic viſion might 


be deſigned to carry on our thoughts, to that 
great fullneſs of time, when the Jews ſhall, 
with one heart and one mind, acknowledge and 
adore the Redeemer of Jael, and of the world; 
and all nations, kindreds and languages, thall | 
receive and obey the everlaſting goſpel, in righ- 
teouſneſs and true holineſs. * © 

Now all theſe conjeQural interpretations of 
the text have this common foundation, and 
agree in this concluſion, that the goſpel, being 


the word and work of God, muſt and will at 


laſt prevail over all the united powers of darkneſs, 
This demands a deep and ſerious attention, from 
every one, who names the name of Chriſt. For 

whatever that judgment was, which the angel 
denounced fo loudly, in his paſſage thro? -% 
midſt of heaven, the judgment which will be 
paſſed upon. each of us, as we obey or diſobey 
the goſpel, cannot be far off, and _ be nigh, 


That | 
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1 hat our mention therefore to a truth, of 
ſuch infinite importance to our happineſs, may 
have a ſuitable effect upon our practice, I ſhall 
firſt, in a ſhort general view of the plan of 
chriſtianity, conſider it, as fitted and deſigned 


by God to be the univerſal religion of the world: 


ſor this general view will be ſufficient to con- 
vince us, that the profeſſors of ſuch a religion 
are ſtrictly and formally obliged to embrace 


every opportunity of ſpreading the knowledge 
and influence of the goſpel; and it will at the 


fame time inform us, how we may moſt ef- 
fectually diſcharge this branch of Chriſtian duty. 
There is ſcarce any part or circumſtance of 


| Chriſtianity, which does not plainly recommend 
the goſpel to us, by fome evident mark of a 

divine interpoſition. The moral internal excel- 
lence of this religion, conſidered as a compleat 
practical rule of life and manners, familiarly 
adapted to the wants, the weakneſſes, and dif- 
ferent capacities of all mankind, furniſfing us. 
with helps, which God alone could confer, and 
eaforced by ſanctions, which God. alone could 


annen to it, obliges us to acknowledge that the 


teacher of ſuch à religion was ſent from God : 
The prophefies he fulblled, the miracles he 
wrought, will cach of them. warrant us to draws 


the fame concluſion ; and the Miracle of his re-

Baut it is the general aSiftrhent and cotre- 
| Foniterics of all the' parts of the chriſtian plan 
of redemption, and their perfect ſubferviency to 
the whole deſign, that form it into a ſcheme of 
providence ſettled by the wiſdom, and carried 
into effect by the power of God; for no Wif⸗ 
dom or power leſs dan His, could have'brought 
on, in a regular ſucceſſion, the ſeveral events, 
by which the work of our redemption was com- 
pleated, or have linked chem together by o 
firm a chain, that all thoſe co ſhocks, 
which in along ſeries of ages, have broken in 
pieces the kingdoms and empires of the world 
.one/after another, Have not been able to diſſolve 
or weaken this pre- eſtabliſhed order and union. 
Let us then briefly trace this woriderful' Con- 
nection, as | exerniplitied in the hiftory” of our re- 
deemer. | 
God himſelf, who hier how much mankind 

would want to be delivered; by an extraqrdinar: 
aid, from the conſequences of their wilful diſ- 
obedience to him, of his own infinite goodneſs 
provided a redeemetr for them, in that divine 
perſon, who is ſtiled in ſcripture the only begot- 
ten Son of God. Man no ſooner, fell, Hat he 
was comforted vith the promiſe of this” re-

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pes. That he. who was thus to be the 4. | 


fire and hope of nations, might be uſhered in 
with a general expectation of his. coming, and 
that he * 0 be 3 when he came, it was 
neceſſary, that he ſhould be deſcribed before 
hand; and, in a caſe of ſuch infinite moment, 
it was moreover neceſſary, that the deſcription of 
him ſhould be ſo minute, as to detect and ex- 


clude all falſe pretenders. Now. unleſs ſome 


- one particular people, had been choſen, amongſt 
whom the redeemer, when he aſſumed the na- 
ture of thoſe, whom he was to redeem, might 


be. born according to the fleſh, humanly ſpeake I 


ing, none of the purpoſes I have been mentions 
ing could have been provided for. Accordingly 
the Jews were choſen by God, who is uo reſpecter 
of perſons, for a purpoſe, by which the whole 

world was to be benefited; and for this purpoſe, 
they were formed into a peculiar kind. of go- 
vernment, adapted to the end for which it was 
erected. The Moſaic diſpenſation, thus ac- 
counted for, becomes an evidence of that mercy 
of God, which. is equally extended over all his 


works. Under this: diſpenſation, prophets were 


| inſpired by God, to | foretell the deſtined: deli- 


verer, and they deſcribed him with ſtill more 


and more circumſtances, applicable to the true 


Meſſiah only, as the time of. his ebnet 
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ASunnon « before the Born 


'That the choſen people; * were entruſted 


With the cuſtody of this ſacred evidence, might 


preſerve it with a religious fidelity, the deliverer 


of the world was characterized as the redeemer of 
Iſrael, but at the ſame time this character was 


ſet forth in ſuch a pomp of language, as could 
in its higheſt and trueſt ſenſe be underſtood only 
of the promiſed king of righteouſneſs ; and, in- 


| deed, righteouſneſs being the only ſure foundation 


of everlaſting dominion, what could be more 
exactly expreſſive of him, who was to introduce 
everlaſting righteouſneſs, than to repreſent him 
as cloathed with the Majeſty of an earthly con- 


queror? Men are apt to interpret every thing, fo 


far as there is room, in their own favour : And 
thus the Jews, as God foreſaw and intended, 
interpreted away the Meſſiah, by finking fo glo- > 
rious a character into a conqueror, who was to 
do no more than raiſe up: Jacob, and reftore the 


preſerved of Iſrael. Upon this ſecret hinge of 
- providence, the ſcheme of univerſal ſpiritual re- 


demption from fin and death, was directed to 
turn ; and in the natural operation of things, 
thoſe who knew not what they did, by the in- 
ſtigation of their own blind rage became the vo- 
luntary inſtruments of carrying this ſcheme of 
mercy into effect. Mo hath known the mind of 


the Lord, or Who hath been bis counſellor ? How 


" ; 
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P are bis Judgments, ond bis ways paſt 
Fug t. 

But to proceed, When the. expected Meſſiah 
came into the world, not with the majeſty of a 
prince, but in the form of a ſervant, the world 
knew him not, and his own, to whom be came, re- 
ceived him not. And by. this very means, he 
fulfilled all that the prophets: had foretold con- 
cerning him, with leſs AE: and inter- 
mga. ; 

In the courſe of his miniſtry, "on made anos 
his! claim to a divine miſſion, by. reſtoring _ 
to the blind, feet to the lame, and life to the 
dead : And theſe and other miracles being 
done publickly, and in the ſight of all the peo- 
ple, the reality of them was as manifeſt, as the 
power, by which alone they could be wrought. 

His inſtructions were all occaſionally deli- 
vered, either to his diſciples, or to the multi- 
tudes, that every where follow'd him, in the 

laineſt and moſt familiar manner, but they 
were delivered by him, in the "_ of one having 
authority. 


The love of God awd of our brother, ( all 
' mankind being conſidered as brethren) and for- 


giveneſs of injuries, preſcribed as a teſt of bro- 


therly love, were: the principles, into which he 


reſolved the whole extent of our duty, and upon 


which he explained it, with a declaration that

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| God had appointed a day for — ee 
of quick and dead; in which everlaſting happi- 


neſs or miſery would be allotted to every man 
according to his works done in this life. 

| Until this part of his commiſſion from God 
was finiſhed, no man laid hands on him : But 
no ſooner had he done all that . the Father had 
given him to do, in this branch of. his miniſtry, 


than the hour of darkneſs came on, and the 


power of darkneſs was ſet at liberty to fulfill the 
further purpoſes of heaven, Accordingly. the 
rulers now fearing, left, if he was let alone 
any longer, the world would run after him, they 
hired one of his own Diſciples, choſen and ſet 


apart by the foreknowledge of God for this very 


work, to betray and deliver up his mafter into 


their hands. He was then arraigned before a 


Roman governor, declared to be without fault, 
and yet condemned by the unjuft judge, whilſt 
the Jews, with one voice, demanded him to be 
crucified, and by a judicial blindneſs imprecated 
upon themſelves, and upon their children, the 
blood of this juſt man. 

But the rulers, who ſaw him expire upon the - 
croſs, ſeeing alſo thoſe convulſions of nature, 
which attended his crucifixion, began to. be 


_ alarmed with an apprehenfion, left that. ſhould 


happen, which they now remembered he had 


aid, whilſt he was yet alive, that he would rife 


again 
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15 from the dead the third day. This put 


them upon taking fuch' precautions, as made it 


impoſſible for the diſciples to ſteal the dead body 
of their maſter, and eventually ſerved to demon- 
ſtrate, by a more glaring light of evidence, that 
dee repre by the power of God. 

Chriſt being thus riſen, continued for forty 
41 to converſe as familiarly, as before, with 
his diſciples, ſpeaking unto them the ching: 


pertaining to the kingdom of God, and opening 


their underſtanding, that they might mae. 
the ſcripture. 
In his laſt folemn cad with them, he 
declared openly to them, that all power was given 
dim from on high: He then commiſſioned them 
to reach and baptize all nations, and preach” the 
geſpel to every creature; enduing them at the 
ſame time, with the power of working mi- 
racles, to confirm the word they preached. 
All the work, that the father had given him to 
do upon earth, being now finithed, he was ſud- 
denly taken from them, and 4 cloud received 
pager; their fight. © 

If then the word of propheey had been to- 
rally filent upon this head, and God had not 
declared to us his future purpoſe. of making he 
#ingdoms of the world the kingdoms of bis Chriſt, 
till we might have "inferred from the internal 
frame and moral excellence of Chriſtianity, and 
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from the miraculous circumnſtances/that attended 
its promulgation, that this religion was fitted 
and deſigned by God, to be the univerſal reli- 
gion of the world. For is mutual good-will leſs 
proper to be- inculcated- in one part of the world, 
than in another? Is there any nation under heaven, 
where chere is no neoeſſity of exhorting men to 
forgive injuries, and of warning them againſt 
that hatred, with which the generality of man- 
kind purſue their enemies? Can purity of heart 
and manners be an unſeaſonable doctrine to any 
of our fellow - creatures, who have like pafſions 
with ourſelves, and many of them fewer prin- 
Ciples of knowledge and virtue to direct them? 
Further can we even ſuppoſe, without a mani- 
feſt abſurdity, that the Son of God came down 
from heaven, expired upon the croſs, and roſe 
again from the dead, for any thing leſs than the 
whole body of mankind ? or, that he brought 
life and immortality to light by his goſpel, and 
declared a general judgment of quick and dead, 
without | deſigning, that all who are by nature 
immortal, ſhould be made acquainted with their 
privilege,” and be apprized of that-great tribunal, 
before which. "they will all be one * _ 
moned'? ? x 
But inſtead of dwelling upon a Jobs 01 u- : 
conteſtably clear, I ſhall proceed to enforce the - 
conſequence, that follows from it; for in this 
conſequence 
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5 oonſequence we are all e tho moſt ua 
us are too apt to overlook it, vis. that the will 


of God, in this reſpect, being ſo plainly made 
known to us, we are formally and ſtrictly obli- 


ged, to embrace every opportunity, of ſpreading 
the. knowledge and influence of the goſpel. - 
To illuſtrate the ground and force of this 
obliguiion; by a ſimilar inſtance; Let us ſup- 
poſe an infallible remedy againſt an epidemical 
diſeaſe, from which no part of the world is at 
any time abſolutely free, and by which ſome 
parts are at different times almoſt depopulated ; 
let us ſuppoſe, I fay, ſuch a remedy to be ſpe- 
cially revealed to any fingle perſon, with a plain 
intimation, that tho" he was firft in the poſſeſ- 
ſion of the diſcovety for his own uſe, yet that 
it was imparted: to him for the preſervation of 
all, eo hem he had an opportunity of com- 
municating the benefit: Suppoſe further, that, 
notwithſtanding this intimation, and his being 
thus truſted with the means of reſtoring health 
and ſtrength to thouſands, he ſhould either hide 


the ſalutary medicine, without making any uſe 
of it at all, or only apply it to the recovery of 


thoſe, who happened to be nearly connected 


with him, by relation, neighbourhood, or friend- 


hip, when it was actually in his power, with- 
out any difficulty or inconvenience to himſelf,

Now God, in the goſpel, hath. revealed to us, 
the only remedy, that can deliver us from thoſe 
uniyerſal diſeaſes, to which all, who partake of 
human nature, are alike ſubject, Here the na- 
ture of the remedy itſelf ſhews us, that God de- 
ſigned the cure to be as extenſive, as the caſe 
againſt. which it is provided. The will of God 
thus made known to us, lays us under a ſtrict 


and formal obligation, to embrace every oppor- 


tunity of ſpreading. the benefit of that know 


ledge, which inſtructs us, what we are to Go, 
in order to obtain everlaſting life. , .'; |, © 

What is it then, that this Obligation calls upon 
vs to do? Is it any thing more, than to imitate 


that divine goodneſs, by which we ourſelves are
